THE BRITISH SOLDIERS CREEP UP 
BEFORE DAYLIGHT

And Pounce Upon Arabi’s Men While Still in Their 
Night Shirte—The Arabs Completely Surprised 
and Routed-—-Two Th usand Killed, and 
the Aimy Scattered in Ali Directions, 


Lonpon, September 13.—The khedive re- 
ceived’a telegram from Sultan Pasha saying 
that the uttack on Tel el Kebir com- 
mences at 4:50 o'clock this morning. 

A correspondent of the Exchange telegraph 
company at Alexandria announces that Tel 
el-Kebir was carried this morning. Forty 
gins anda large number of prisoners were 
captured. The cavalry are in pursuit. Ara- 
bis force appears to be quite broken up. A 
dispatch to the Exchange telegraph company 
from the front reports the demoralization of 
Arabi’s army to be complete. His infantry 
are flying towards the desert. The Exchange 
telegraph company has received the following: 
h assassin, September 13th—At the capture of 
Tel-ele-Kebir the Egyptian loss was estimated 
atv000 men. Our loss was prooably 200, in- 
cluding many officers, The Highland brigade 
bore the brunt of the action. Reuter’s tele- 
graph company has the following: Kassassin, 
September 13th, 5:50 a, m.—The attack on 
Tel-e'-Kebir began at 4:45 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Thetinain attack was directed against 
the enemy's extreme left flank, four miles 
north of the railway. <A heavy artillery and 
infantry fire is now proceeding. The British 
troops are advancing rapidly, and are evi- 
dently turning the enemys > flank. 
‘The British arniored train, With a 
forty-pounder Krupp run, Which 
was captured at Kassassin, and the gatlings 
have just Come into action. The fire of the 
enemy, Opposite the extreme right of the 
British, is nearly silenced,’ A isprat h to 
the Central News says the Egyptians opened 
fire when the British were within @ mile of 
Tel-eleKebir. The place appears to hav® been 
finally captured afterarush. The Indian cav- 
alry are hotly pressing the fugitives on the 
south, and the British cavalry on the north of 
the canal. Another dispateh from the same 
correspondent, dated. Kassassin, L0:38 a. m., 
says: ‘The enemy's killed alone amount to 
2,000, The retreat of the enemy on the north 
is cut off! The calvary are stril pursuing.” 
The Times in a second edition has the follow- 
ing: “Ism ilia, September 15.—Tel-cl-Kebir 
was carried this morning with arush. The 
first shot was fired at 5 o’clock. The position 
was taken in seventy minutes, we having sur- 
prised the enemy by a night march. The 
enemy are in full retreat." 

GENERAL WOLSELEY’S REPORT. 

The war ottice has received the following 
dispatch from General Wolseley, giving his 
report of the battle at Tel-el-Kebir: ‘‘We 
struck camp at Kassassin lock last evening, 
and bivouacked on the high ridge above the 
camp until 1:40 this morning. We then ad 
vanced upon the very extensive and very 
strongly fortified position held by Arabi 
Pasha with 20,000) regulars, of whom 2,500 
were cavalry, with 70 guns and 6,000 Bedouins 
and ‘irregulars. My force was about 
11,000 bayonets, 2,000 sabres, and 600 guns. 
To have attacked so strong a position by day- 
light with the troops I could piace in the field 
would have entailed very great loss’ I re- 
solved, therefore, to attack before daybreak. 
Marching the six miles that intervened be- 
tween my camp and the enemy's position ‘in 
the darkness, the cavalry and two batteries of 
horse artillery on the right, had orders to 
sweep round the enemy’s line at day- 
break. The first division of the sec- 
ond brigade, under General Graham, 
suppurted by the foot guards, under the duke 
otConnaught, seven batteries ofartillery,num- 
hering 42 guns, with a supporting brigade, 
the second division of the Ighland brigade 
leading, the Indian contingent and the naval 
brigade on the railway advanced. Great em- 
tilation was evinced. by the regiments to be 
the first In the enemy's works. 
All went at them straight, the

PHE PLAN OF ATTACK,

Our covering 
parties, lying down, fired, while those in 
front prossed on. General Graham's brigade 
worked with gallantry. Nothing could sur- 
pass their cheer, which resembled a wild yell, 
and could be heard above the din of musketry. 
As-‘they charged up the steep. slopes 
of the trenches the Egyptians were terror 
stricken. Many of them hide in the corners 
of the works, while otbers fled in their ute 
most speed, throwing everything from them. 
Our work however, was not yet ended. The 
large inner redoubt on Arubi’s left, well man- 
ned and armed, still remained intact, but the 
British troops were not to be defeated. 
another brilliant 
enemy, bayoncted the gunners at their guns, 
and capturing the heavy artillery.

On the 
suuth the enemy stood afew minutes longer, 
perhaps a quarter of an hour, but tbe ap- 
pearance ot our cavalry on their rigkt flank 
soon hastened their movements, In a tew 
minutes one rushing stream of fugitives was 
making for Zagazig, flying out of all their en- 
trenchiments. A little later General McPher- 
son's Indian brigade burst upon the flying 
Arabs far from the south, and the route 
was complete. The artillery coming 
Rp at. a gallop unlimbered, and 
sent their shot and shell after the rebels add- 
ing tothe confusion. The cavalry bad got 
right round the enemy’s tlanks before the 
fight began. My previous estimate of the 
nuniber of rebels captured was under, 
rather than over the lnark, The 
Evy ptian losses and the number of 
guns captured are also greater than was first 
mentioned. It is believed that the bulk of 
the rebel force will be captured, and that the 
death: blow has been given to Arabi. All the 
work was done by our troops in the first line 
of attack. The principal fortifications had 
been carried hy the time the guards and the 
fourth brigade came up.

THE PROCEEDINGS IN COURT, 

The criminal court met this morning, Judge 
Wylie presiding, for the purpose of hearing 
arguments on motions entered on Monday 
last for an arrestof judgment in regard to 
Miner and Rerdell, and to increase the bonds 
of the defendants as to whom the jury failed 
to agree. The court held that the existing 
bonds as to the four defendants upon whom 
no agreement of the jury was reached, were 
valid, ane would continue in force. In this 
view counsel. for the prosecution concurred, 
hut asked that Vaile’s bond be increased trom 
$1,000 to $10,000. The court so ordered and 
the increased bond was promptly given. Me. 
Merrick said that he had instructions from 
the attorney general to bring on the case for 
trial at as early a day as practicable, after 
the motion fora new trial was disposed of. 
He would ask the court to fix the 6th of No- 
vember, or the Ist of December as the date 
when the trial would be begun. 

The Court—[ shall, on Friday, take up this 
motion for anew trial with any affidavits 
presented, and shall decide it on that day. 

The court then adjourned till Friday at 10 
o'clock. Assistant-District Astorney Moore 
has in his possession the sworn statement of 
Foreman Dickson, and will draw up informa- 
tion based upon it as soon as the corroborating 
evidence can be obtained,

A Body of Musked Men Attempt te Take a Murdere 
from Jalil, and Fail.

cursed the mob from his cell window, and 
called them d——d cowards.

THE ORIOLES IN BALTIMORE. 


The Great Festive Occasion of the Monumental City— 
The Seenes of the Day. 

BALTIMORE, September 13.—The second day 
of the Oriole festival, ‘‘Lord Baltimore day,’’ 
was bright and pleasant, and the holiday was 
more general than yesterday. All the prin- 
cipal streets were thronged with immense 
crowds and many of them were impassible. 
The celebration was commenced with a pro- 
cession of tugboats, all handsomely decorated, 
(own the harbor, where the steamer convey 
ing Lord Baltimore and retinue was met and 
conveyed to the city. As the convoy passed 
Kort McHenry it was saluted with a salvo of 
artillery.

The line of 
march was then taken up, led by a platoon 
of mounted police, Major J. Henry Behan, of 
New Orieans, acting grand marshal. Lord 
Baltimore was conducted to the city hall, 
where the keysof the city were delivered up 
to him by Mayor White, after which he held 
a brief reception. The throng of visitors in 
the city is greater than on any privious occa- 


A number of members of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship association met yes- 
terdlay at 11 o'clock inthe breakfast room of 
the Kimball house, to recast the divisions.

The Low Prices of a Secret Anti-Moneopely Organiza.

Most of these are laboring sen, 
whose working has been suspended amd are in 
needy circumstances, and for this reason 
there is greater need of nurses of experience. 
these people knowing nothing as to the care 
required for yellow fever cases, 

BROWNSVILLE, Texas, September 13.—The 
river is flooding the northwestern part of the 
city. Many families are forced to leave their 
houses. There were thirty-one new cases of 
yellow fever to-day and three deaths—all the 
latter Mexicans. The board of health has 
organized, Dr. Muray  is_ president 
and Dr. Tamer secretary. The 
sick are all doing well. The fever is now at 
many ranches along theriver. Assistance 
has been extended them from here, The sick 
in Fort Brown are doing well. The quaran- 
tine against Matamoras has been re-establish- 
ed.

A STATUE TO MORGAN 


The Man Sald to Mave Kevealed the Secrets of Ma- 
ry. 


New York, Septem@Ber 13.—In Batavia, N 
Y., yesterday, was held the National Chris- 
tian association. During the sessions of the 
convention a monument to the memory of 
William Morgan was unveiled. Morgan was 
the man whois said to have divulged the 
secrets of masonry. The monument is 
nearly forty feet high, and bears a statue 
cf Morgan seven feet’ six inches 
in height. bscriptions to the mouu- 
ment fund Were secured throughout the 
country. One of the inscriptions on the mon- 
umentisthis: ‘Sacred to the memory of 
William Morgan, a native of Virginia, a cap- 
tain in the war of 1812, a respectable citizen 
of Batavia, and a mirtyr to writing, printirg 
and speaking the truth. He was abducted 
from near this spot in the year 1826 by Free- 
masons, and murdered for revealing the se- 
crets of their order.’ ‘The monument was 
unveiled on Wednesday. The exercises were 
a hymn composed for the occasion, 
prayer by President J. Blanchard, of 
the National Christian association, presenta- 
tion address on behalf of the monument 
committee by tue Rev. David McFall, of 
Boston, an address by Professor C. A. Blan- 
chard, of Wheaton college, Illinois, aiter 
which the monument was unveiled anda 
brief retrospective address by Judge Moss 
Taggart, of Batavia, who was personally ac- 
quainted with Morgan. Other survivors of 
the Morgan times made sbort addresses.

JUDGE WARREN. 


Incidents in the Life of the Late Georgia Jurlat at 
Krom the Albany, Ga., News. 

Judge Warren was born in Twiggs county, 
Georgia, on the 22d of October, 1828. He was 
educated at Penfield, and in 1846 was admit- 
ted to the bar by a special act of the legisla- 
ture before beeoming of age. He practiced 
his profession in papi with the Hon. 
Win. EF. Smith antil his father left the bench 
in 1852, when fatherand son became partners. 
He was solicitor general of the Southwestern 
circuit during the war between — the 
states, and owas judge of the coun- 
ty court of Dougherty county under appoint- 
ment of Governor Smith. He formed a co- 
partnership with General G. J. Wright soon 
after the latter returned from the confederate 
army, and practiced law with him until the 
first part of I871.- In 1874 he became the law 
partner of Captain Richard thobbs, which co- 
partnership « es up to November last, 
when Judge W. Fleming died, anu he wus 
ay) pointed ae) lati him as judg re of the Su- 
perior court, 

In all the walks of life Judge Warrén never 
hesitated between right and wrong, and he 
was a man who had the ju» icit contidence of 
all who knew him. A man of rims te 

integrity and de lided character, his 
word was as good as his bond.

Cspitel—Half a Millien of Manufactures— Nine 
and a Half Million of Business Done ina 
Year—Real Estate—Water Works.

tomE, September 13.—You will, no 
doubt, be just a little surprised to 
know that never in the history of 
the city have such prospects been visible, or 
the general thrift, apparent everywhere, been 
so great. ‘Our business men,’’ said a prom- 
inent merehant to me, ‘‘were never on such a 
sound footing; they never had as much capi- 
tal, and I know they have never bad sucha 
golden opportunity to make Reme a proud 


P - i . ~ 
and glorious name. And this is just what 


they all think. 

The population issteadily rowing, and now 
numbers, all told, not less than 8,000, includ- 
ing De Soto and one or two other suburbs, all 
a legitimate population and all tributary to 
Rome. Thecity of Rome proper has only 
about 5,500 population, and this 
too, is growing fast and is an increase of forty 
er cent. since the last census, so I am_ told. 
biackoe the past year there have been more 
general improvements put up here than in a 
decade, $50.000 being putin stores and _ resi- 
de nces alone.

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COTTON SEED OIL 


T% be Extracted by Means of an Ordinary Crusher 
and Kenzine. 

The Planter’s Journal, for September, just 
to hand, contains a letter from Mr. W. R. 
Johnson, in which he gives the following very 
important statement from Professor dilvard, 
of the University of Mississippi: 

Using the plantation cotton seed oil thirty 
to thirty-five gallons of oi! may be obtained, 
and the hulls and cake returned. This re- 
«juires well skilled labor, the loss of the oil is 
in the hulis and cake. For aday’s work, with 
a 45,000 pound mill, the account would stand: 
Forty-five gallons of crude oil for the cost of 
extraction. While this would be much better 
than the presen* method of selling seed at $10 
perton, as the hulls and cake, containing 
potash and phosphorous acid, could be re- 
turned to the ground, but these bulls and 
cake Contain twenty-five gallons of oil, valua- 
ble as an article of money as oil but useless as 
a fertilizer. 

I suggest a simpler plan by which #ton of 
cotton seed will give all its oil, of sixty gal- 
lons, for market, and allow the fertilizing in- 
gredients of potash and phosphoric acid to 
be returned to the soil, to make the land 
richer for other crops of cotton. 

lu a ton of good seed there are sixty gallons 

of oil, distributed as follows: Obtained from 
the kernel my mill, thirty-five gallons; re- 
mainingin the cake, twenty per cent of its 
weight in oil, say nineteen gallons; in the 
hulls, six gallons. I place thirty-five gallons, 
what I have understood the strongest presses 
cun extract; if less, a larger per centage re- 
majinsin the cake, All the oil (six gallons) 
in the hulls by presses is lost; that of the 
cake is sold, at present date, for $27.50 per 
ton, 
Now, if by benzine, sixty gallons of pie 
oil can be obtained, and all the ‘‘soil ingre- 
dients’ of potash and phosphoric acid re- 
turned tothe soil, it certainly presents a sub- 
jectot much interest to the planters, That 
it will do this, any person can determine with 
little instruction or trouble. Let the party 
Wishing to examine the matter take any 
viven weight of good seed, having the weight 
exact, and then record. to prevent mistake, 
crush the seed, say through a coffee mill, 
it a small quantity, break the bottom 
out of a bottle, place the seed in the 
bottle, a cork in its mouth, the bottle 
inverted, pour benzine on the seed until it 
covers them; next morning remove the cork 
and allow the fluid to drip, then add again 
benzine as long asthe thuid comes away col- 
ored. Now separate the benzine from the 
dissolved oil and weigh the resultant oil; it 
will be found tu be in ratio sixty gallons toa 
ton of seed; also, if the seed trom the bottle 
be perfectly dried and weighed, the loss of 
weight will show the quantuly of oil extract- 
ed, and will bein ratio of sixty gallons toa 
ton of seed, 

The apparatus required would not be ex- 
pensive, nor require extraordinary ability to 
operate. A crusher to break the seed, tanks 
to leach them, and a stili to recover the ben- 
zine, would complete the requirements, T 
whole cost of expenses to extract the 
would not exceed the value of the oil now 
thrown away ig the hulls, six gallons to each 
ton, and also pay fer the loss of benzine in 
the manipulation. 

I may conclude by saying that the process 
vould be similar to what las long been in 
vogue in Europe, to extract fats from old 
bones before making them into bone black, 
they using bi-sulphuret of carbon.

MISSOURI MULES. 


A Live Stock Trade That Amounts to Five Million 
per Annum. 
From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

The recent purchases ,of live stock by the 
representatives ol the English government in 
this city have been a matter of much com- 
ment, and as these operations are thought to 
be merely the precursor of a large trade with 
England, a Post-Dispatch reporter paid a visit 
this morning to the Broadway stables, where 
the horse markets are located. Meeting a 
prominent dealer, the horseman was ques- 
tioned concerning the recent purchases, when 
he said 

“Oh, this is not a new thing, this trade with 
foreign countries. Why, in 1878, St. Louis 
sent at least 2,000 mules to London, where 
they are used by the street car companies, 
and there were fully 7,000 shipped to the West 
Indies in that vear. The English government 
has bought mules for army purposes in this 
country before, but mostly in Kentucky.”’ 

“What does it cost to transport a mule to 
London?” 

“IT should say it would cost about 340 per 
head. Itis really cheaper to purchase. ani- 
jials in a great central: depot like St. Louis, 
which isin the heart of the great producing 
district, than it isina great seaboard city 
like New York.”
